Bader and J. Ray Weinbren-

Wit- 
nesses .said that Miss Melham op- 
erated the restaurant concession 
at Genovese’s and was part owner 
of the fixtures. 

Arrested in 1940. | 

She was arrested with Vitale 
in 1940 in a rourdup of narcotic 
peddlers here. On Jan. 6, 1941, 
she and Vitale were sentenced in 
United States district court on 
their pleas of guilty. She was 
granted probation following sus- 
pension of a two-year sentence 
and Vitale, a representative of 
the Chicago Capone syndicate, 
was sentenced to seven years in 
prison. 

Mundschenk testified that the 
names of Rose Melham, Jacqueline 
Lombardo and Charles Lombardo, 
Jacqueline’s husband, appeared 
on $14,693 in chattel mortgages 
held on fixtures in the steak 
house.

John Randazzo, whose com- 
plaint -about a beating he re- 
ceived in a tavern on Nov. 12 
set off an ihvestigation of the 
St. Louis Police Department, 
pleaded guilty of disorderly 
conduct and was fined $50 today 
by Justice of the Peace Howard 
Langford in East St. Louis.

Louis police headquarters on 
Sept. 29 to protest against the 
vice squad’s arrest of a woman 
who was booked as Miss Frances 
Rollings.

The woman pleaded guilty to 
charges of disorderly conduct 
and vagrancy today, and was 
fined $60. Neither she nor Ran- 
dazzo was present in court, their 
pleas being presented through 
attorneys. 


TT0-CARAT ROUGH DIAMOND 
SOLD, PRICE PUT AT $420,000 


Largest Such Stone Now on Mar- 
ket Found in Sierra Leone 
in 1945. 

LONDON, Dec. 5 (UP)—A 770- 
carat uncut diamond, largest in 
the world at present, has been 
sold by the Sierra Leone Selec- 
tion Trust to the Diamond Cor- 
poratioa, it was announced today. 

The price was a secret, but ex- 
perts estimated it was worth 
about $420,000. It was found in 
the British West African colony 
of Sierra Leone in 1945. Diamond 
circles believed the stone will be 
sold for cutting. 

The largest diamond ever dis- 
covered was the Cullinan, which 
originally weighed 3106 carats. 
It was cut into several stones and 
the biggest two are among the 
British crown jewels.

way of the residence at No. 60 
Morningside Heights in New York 
City into the cold star-lit night. 
Their overcoat collars 
turned up as though against the 
chill. They strode swiftly to the 
limousine that had pulled up at 
the curb a few feet from the door- 
way, ducked into the car, and it 
drove away. The street was bare 
and silent once again. 


One of the men was United 
States Secret Service agent Ed- 
ward Green and the other was 
President-elect Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower,. This was the beginning 
of the Eisenhower mission to Ko- 
rea where he hoped—as millions 
of Americans did—that a way 
could be found to bring an hon- 
orable end to the bloody fighting 
which in two and a half years 
had claimed 126,000 American 
dead, wounded and missing. 

Others Depart for Field. 

As the Eisenhower car drove 
toward.

Was in New York 


Faked Conferences With 
Him, Announced Ap- 
pointments—Wife ~Ap- 
peared in Public. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP)—The 
General left before dawn last 
Saturday. Behind him his as- 
sistants closed ranks in a smooth- 
working “cover” operation that 
would have pleased the strictest 
intelligence officer. 

But no military mind guided 
the security plan at President- 
elect Dwight D. Eisenhower’s New 
York headquarters while he was 


absent in Korea. It was accom- 
plished by civilians. 

There was no question that 
everyone wanted to maintain -the 
strictest secrecy concerning the 
General’s trip. The-news lies in 
the fact that it was accomplished 
so deftly. 

His wife, Mrs. Mamie Eisen- 
hower; his desighated Secretary 
of State, John Foster Dulles, and 
his designated assistant, Gov. 
Sherman Adams were among 
those who had downstage roles in 
the drama while the General was 
absent. 

Reporters co-operated, too. No 
reporter covering Eisenhower's 
New York home and headquarters 
has seen the General since last 
Friday night. They were not told 
he had left. They surmised, yat- 
urally, that he had gone. 

Left in Darkness. 

Friday night Eisenhower 
strolled out of his Hotel Commo- 
dore headquarters. In the cold 
pre-dawn darkness of Saturday 
morning a limousine sped him to | 
Mitchel Field on Long Island. 
New York faded under his Con- 
stellation’s wings before the sun 
was up, 

By 8 o'clock reporters cover- 
ing his Morningside Drive home 
were waiting at the door.

SEOUL, Dee. 5 (AP)—Pres- 
ident-elect Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower took a hard look at the 
Korean war situation for three 
days, inspected combat units 
near the front and departed 
tonight for the United States. 
He indicated that he does 
not believe in attacking Red 
China or otherwise spreading 
the 21-year-old conflict. 

Eisenhower was well-guard- 
ed and lie was in excellent 
spirits. 

Eisenhower found Korea raw 
and cold, heaped with the dead 
and rubble of war, a waif among 


nations shivering in its third war 
-winter’s snows. 

If he found a way to stop the 
‘slangntek he did not say so. 

Neither did he divulge any 
plans he may have formed to take 
American boys at once from the 
miserable foxholes and replace 
them with freshly trained Re- 
public of Korea troops. 

Visits Syngman Rhee. 


Eisenhower. visited President 
Syngman Rhee of the Republic of 
South Kerea -for a_hastily- 
arranged conference. 

It was Eisenhower's last act in 
his three-day tour and softened 
the disappointment tha t had 
prevailed in South Korean gov- 
ernment circles since it had been 
indicated he might not pay, his 
respects to Rhee. 

Eisenhower -~had met Rhee at 
Eighth Army headquarters but 
had not called on the ROK Presi- 
dent. 

The meeting averfed a possible 
loss of face for the United States 
in Asia,~ 

The General spent exactly 
three days and four minutes in 
Korea. 

He left. New York by plane in 
the pre-dawn hours Saturday. He - 
arrived in Seoul at 7:57 p.m. Tues- 
day (4:57 a.m. St. Louis time) and 
left tonight at 8:01 o’clock (5:01 
a.m. St. Louis time). 

His flight of nearly 11,000 miles 
was—throughout—a tightly guard- 
ed secret. 

Promise to Voters. 

The United States Eighth Army 
announced «that the world-famed, 
colorful general had completed his 
whirlwind tour of this war-torn 
nation. The General—chief of the 
crusade to victory in Europe in 
World War Il—was fulfilling a 
promise he made to American vot- 
ers in making the trip. 

Whether this unprecedented 
mission will prove to be a failure 
or a success—only time can tell. 

The General told a press con- 
ference béfore departing: 

“We came over here to learn. 
We have no panaceas, no trick 
ways of settling any problem.”

Some Reporters Bitter. 


Feelings of reporters who had 
hoped to ask questions ranged 
from regret to nettled hostility. 
A newsman from a foreign 
land. remarked: “Well—I don’t 
like Ike any médre.” 


Another non-American said: “I 
think the general took an awk- 
ward way out of what—for him— 
might have been an embarrassing 
situation. I’m grim about this.” 


Many newsmen felt only that it 
was too bad Eisenhower’s timeé 
was limited and pocketed their 
pencils with a shrug of resigna- 
tion. Some correspondents had 
not expected a question-and- 
answer period. 

One of the latter explained: “I 
would have been surprised if he 
had answered questions about his 
plans in Korea when he had only 
been here three days and ob- 
viously had not had time to di- 
gest all the information he had 
received. Any reply that‘ he might 
have made to questions could 
have been misleading under these 
circumstances and the Korean 
situation is certainly not one to 
be discussed by a President-elect 
with off-the-cuff haste.”

RET AIL FOOD PRICE 
AVERAGE DECLINES

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (UP)— 
Average retail prices:of meats, 
fruits, vegetables, and eggs de-| 
clined slightly from Nov. 15 to 
Nov. 24. 

The drop was mainly responsi- 
ble for a decline of six-tenths of 
1 per cent in retail food prices 
during _the period, the Depart- 
ment of Labor reported today. 

The retail food price index on 
Nov. 24 stood at 231.1 or five- 
tenths of 1 per cent below a 
month earlier.

The Eisenhower plane took off 
at 5:55 a.m., just as the blackness 
was turning to gray. The second 
plane followed 10 minutes later. 
Twelve hours and 2641 miles later 
the planes set down at Travis 
Field near San Francisco to re- 
fuel. Minutes later they were off 
for the long over-seas flight to 
Hickam Field, Hawaii. No one 
left the planes at Travis. ~ 

It was just after midnight when 
the lights of Honolulu showed on 
the horizon, sparkling im the dark 
sea like jewels reflecting the 
brightness of the round moon. 
The planes swept out of the dark- 
ness onto the Hickam Field run- 
way and taxied to a secluded part 
of the field. Again no one left 
the planes as crews swarmed onto 
the wings to fill the tanks. Min- 
utes later we were airborne again. 

Midway Island was next—1320 
miles and four hours and 50 min- 
utes later. Gulls, terns and gooney 
birds wheeled overhead or gath- 
ered in conclaves near the apron 
of the field. | 

The gooney birds—some with 
wing spreads up to nine feet— 
appeared to be putting on a show 
just for the amusement of the 
General and his party. They wad- 
dled toward each other, touched 
bills, bowed, curtsied, and then 
danced about in solemn and ab- 
surd tribal rites. 


False Identifications on Planes. 


Our ships wert traveling under 
false identifications and numbers 
but: there was tight security 
across the whole Pacific from San 
Francisco to Korea to . guard 
against any leak that Eisenhower 
- was en route. 

It was Sunday, Nov. 30, when 
we left Midway on the longest 
oversea hop of the trip—the 2695 
miles to Iwo Jima. But a tew min- 
utes after leaving the island it 
was Monday. Our ships had 
crossed the international dateline. 

Our press plane was less than 
half way to Iwo Jima when the 
No. 1 engine began losing power. 
Maj. Thomas E. Dye of Somer- 
set, Ky., was forced to feather 
the prop and we flew with only 
three engines. A fuel pump had 
gone bad. 

Dye headed for Wake Island for 
emergency repairs and messaged 
his decision to the Eisenhower 
plane. “Message received” was the 
only reply, a curt reminder .that 
security even prohibited any talk- 
ing back and forth between the 
planes. But we learned later that 
Eisenhower and his group were 
concerned until they learned we 
had limped safe into Wake island. 

It seemed to us that the whole 
population of Wake had turned 
out to see our plane land and 
we wondered if the news of Eisen- 


hower’s trip hadn't already swept | 


around the world. 

Repairs Made in Three Hours. 

But Richard Fisher, United 
States commissioner on the island 
and Pan-American Airways base 
manager, came aboard and as- 
sured us that the island had been 
“secured” and ~ eommunications 
were being watched so that inter- 
island traffic would reveal noth- 
ing unusual. 

With this assurance, the Secret 
Service and security guard per- 
mitted us to leave the plane for 
the first time since we had left 
New York. 

Three hours later the faulty 
fuel injector had been repaired 
and we were roaring off Wake 
toward Iwo Jima. 

The Efsenhower ship landed on 
Iwo Jima at 3:30 p.m. ‘(local time) 
and we landed five hours later. 

One of Eisenhower’s first acts 
on Iwo Jima was to visit the Ma- 
rine memorial on Mount Suri- 
bachi—that knob of a hill where 
a gallant little band of warriors 
in February 1945 raised the 
American flag in defiance to the 
Japanese making a fanatical de- 
fense of this island. 

There the General stood looking 
out across the black beaches 
where 21,000 ‘men were killed or 
wounded in trying to storm the

First Real Look at War. 


Dec. 3, Seoul and points north

at an airport for a lengthy inspec- 
tion of the Fourth Fighter-Inter- 
ceptor Wing and the headquar- 
ters of the First Corps of the 
Eighth Army. ‘ 

One of the big moments of 
Eisenhower’s day, however. was 
seeing his gen. Maj. Jahn Eisen- 
hower whé is statiohed in Korea 
as an assistant operations officer 
with the Third Division. 

Eisenhower looked like an 
Arctic explorer in his fur cap 
and heavy winter jacket. He 
shifted from the fur hat to a 
brown garrison cap at thé First 

headquarters to take a@ re- 
view of 17 battalions. represent- 
ing the 17 nations fighting in’ Ko- 
‘rea. The President-elect as the 
day wore on seemed to become 
progressively more serious and 
grim. 

If there was a bright spot in his 
‘day, it was seeing John again. 
Eisenhower told him all about the 
three grandchildren and John’s 
wife, Barbara. Eisenhower is a 
doting grandfather and was en- 
thusiastic in his report to his 
son on the welfare of the family. 

The President-elect returned to 
Seoul just before dusk and was 
hustled under heavy guard back 
to the headquarters compound for 
dinner and ‘a long. night of evalu- 
ating the Korean situation.

French Guard Killed.

Minors Curb 
Easy Recall 


. By Majors 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Dec. 5 (AP)— 
The minor leagues wind up their 
convention today after having 
adopted a new. bonus law, passed 
the old high school rule, put in a 
waiver rule designed to hold on 
do their star players and voted 
down a proposal that would have 
revolutionized the entire struc- 
ture of baseball. 

The minors unanimously voted 
to accept the bonus rule proposed 
by the Executive Council that 
was designed to curb payments 
of $25,000 to $100,000 to untried 
youngsters. The rule provides for 
fines and possible suspension to 
violators. It must, ‘however, be 
ratified by the major leagues at 
their joint meeting next Sunday 
to become effective. 

The rule designates a “bonus 
player” any free agent who has 
received in excess of $4000 from 
a Class A club and up, or $3000 
from a Class B club or one of 
lower classification. The majors 
are. permitted to pay $5000 in 
Salary and bonuses. A major 
league bonus player must be kept 
two years. A minor league. bonus 
player cannot be moved up for a 
year, at the end of which time 
he becomes subject to unrestrict- 
ed draft. 

A major league club violator 
can be fined $2000. A minor 
league violation costs the club 
$1000. The individual responsible 
could also be fined $500. 

The high school rule permits 
scouts to talk to boys but for- 
bids them to be signed until their 
class graduates. 

In an effort to stop the prac- 
tice of major league clubs raiding 
their farms by bringing: up prom- 
ising athletes in mid-season, the 
minors voted unanimously to pro- 
hibit the recall of players after 
July 31. A player sent out on op- 
tion must stayy with the minor 
league club for at least 10 days. 
Only in an extreme emergency, 
such as a player on the parent 
team getting hurt, can a big 
league club request and receive 
permission to recall a player. 
The minors squelched a revolu- 
tionary proposal by Bill Veeck, 
president of the St. Louis Browns, 
that would have forbidden major 
league clubs from signing a play- 
er without previous experience, 
and would have made all minor 
league players eligible for draft 
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in the league.

The fact is, that the elec- 
tion is over, the genus bureau- 
crat—which in the top echelons 
includes a surprising number of 
Republicans — is relaxing and 
rather’ enjoying the thought of 
how, as one put it, life on the 
Potomac will unfold like the pet- 
als of a’rose for the general's 
predominantly business cadre. It 
could be that Congress will have 
more confidence in the Eisen- 
hower than in the Truman team 
which it kept running to the Hill 
to explain itself. At one time De- 
fense Secretary Robert Lovett, a 
Republican, figured he had to 
hold himself available to 37 dif- 
ferent conzressional inquiries. 

With all his experience, Gen. 
Eisenhower is perhaps a little 
naive about the nolitical shoals 
ahead, since he himself has en- 
joved such a long honeymoon 
with politicians and press.

story starts_with a talk Eisenhower had on Nov. 21, with George 
Meany, new president of the American Federation of Labor. 


Meany made a strong plea for 
the choice of a unjon man in the 
labor post. His theme was that 
Eisenhower was a national rather 
than a party leader; that labor 
had no quarrel with the appoint- 
ment of able business men in im- 
portant jobs; and that thus it was 
only fair that labor too should 
have a voice in the new admin- 
istration. Eisenhower was strong- 
ly impressed by what Meany said. 

He therefore instructed Attor- 
hey General-designate Herbert 


Brownell and other aids to cast 


around for a union man as Labor 
Secretary. Meany had hot pro- 
posed directly to Eisenhower the 
name of Martin Durkin, who is 
Meany’s old friend and heir ap- 
parent. But he did make sure 
that Durkin’s name should be con- 
sidered by Brownell and the other 
Eisenhower aids. Investigation 
showed that Durkin had certain 
qualifications for the post. 
Outstanding Catholic. 

In the first place, Durkin is a 
Catholic, and no Catholic had 
been appointed to Eisenhower's 
Cabinet, Church dignitaries who 
were consulted highly recom- 
mended him as an outstanding 
Catholic layman. In the second 
place, Durkin, unlike most union 
leaders.shas a record as a success- 
ful administrator, having served 
ably for several years as the 
equivalent of Secretary of Labor 
in Illingis. 

Democrats’ Labor Monopoly. 

The more Durkin’s appoint- 
ment was’ considered, the more 
advantages it seemed to - offer. 
The total Democratic monopoly 
of labor support-in the last elec- 
tion is a new phenomenon, In his 
New York campaign, Gov. Thomas 
Dewey depended on an important 
segment of support from the 
AFL, even in the New Deal days, 
as Brownell was well aware. In 
the long run, despite Eisenhow- 
er’s personal triumph atthe polls, 
the Democrats’ labor monopoly 
is unhealthful for:the Republican 


party, and here was a way to be- 
gin to break it. 

The Democrats, moreover, are 
clearly only waiting for the ap- 
propriate moment to denounce 

Eisenhower as “the captive of big 
business,” and the business color- 
ation of the Eisenhower Cabinet 
might lend force to this charge. 
Durkin would dispfove the 
eharge. Finally, Eisenhower him- 
self genuinely meant what he said 
during the Pe ra about being 
“President of all people,” 
Here was a way to aed the 27,- 
000,000. people who had voted for 


Stevenson a voice in the admin-} 


istration. 


There remained the Taft prob- 
lem. As chairman df the Senate 
Labor Committee, Taft certainly 
expected to be gonsulted. . It is 
silly to suppose that Gen. Eisen- 
hower, with the astute and experi- 
enced -Brownell at his elbow, 
failed to do so out of sheer ab- 
sent-mindedness, or had no notion 
what Taft's reaction would be. It 
is apparent-that he decided to, go 
ahead with the Durkin appoint- 
ment anyway, as the best choice 
available. 


Truce Temporary at Best. 

This is what matters a great 
deal more than whether Senator 
Taft really intended his statement 
as a declaration of war on Ejisen- 
hower. An Eisenhower-Taft truce 
could be only temporary under 
any circumstances. And if Taft 
does choose to declare war now, 
he will simply isolate himself, 
since by any reasonable congres- 
sional head-count, Eisenhower 
will have a flat majority in Con- 
gress for any reasonable Eisen- 
hower policy. 


Ever sfhce the election, indeed, 
it has been entirely clear that 
Eisenhower was very much in the 
driver’s seat—if he had the politi- 
cal skill and the will to do the 
driving. There is no longer any 
question about it. The driving 
jn be done by the man in the 

vers seat—a skillfully and 
bald! diy dine, by all the signs. This 
is the real meaning of. the “in- 
credible” Mr. Durkin.

The planes are strictly func- 
tional, being equipped only with 
the bare essentials. A fuselage, 
two motors and seats. No conces- 
sions are made either to the com- 
fort or the security of passengers; 
no safety belt is provided for 
landings and take-offs, no blan- 
kets are provided’ against the cold 
and the air-conditioning is often 
defective. Its either too hot or 
too cold; nobody cares. No hot 
meals are served. 

At mealtimes, if there happens 
to be a stewardess on board, pas- 
sengers are served a cold lunch 
consisting of two sandwiches, one 
made with sausage, the other with 
cheese, dry biscuits and a bar of 
delicious chocolate and a few 
candies.

A great many Americans expect and demand 


’ that Gov. Stevenson himself should speak out 


from time to time on basic principles and basic 
policies. We believe these Americans are right. 


Gov. Stevenson will of course want to avoid 
carping, second-guessing or quibbling over de- 
tails. But there will be occasions when principle 
is at stake, and on those occasions the 2644 mil- 
lion people who voted for Gov. Stevenson will 
look to him as their spokesman. 


In fulfiJling this role Gov. Stevenson will face 
two complications. One is the possibility of dual 
leadership arising from President Truman’s posi- 
tion. This problem can be solved by wise action 
on Mr. Truman’s part, and he has already gone 
a long way in that direction by. publicly acknowl- 
edging Gov. Stevenson as the party’s new leader, 


The second complication, which may be more 
difficult, has to do with the relatively independ- 
ent status of Democrats in Congress and the de- 
termination of conservative Southerners to im- 
pose theig own ideas upon the party. Unlike 
a party leader in the presidency, Gov. Stevenson 
will have no “clout” with which to induce mem- 
bers of his party in Congress to accept his lead- 
ership. They are responsible to their constituen- 
cies, and he to his. 

. om . 

Even a President often finds it difficult to 
exert leadership in this situation, and a pasty 
leader out of office must find it more so. The 
only weapons in the Governor’s arsenal will be 
those of persuasion and intellectual force. He 
cannot impose his will on the Democratic minori- 
ty; he can only state his own conception of poli- 
cies and principles, and rally those Americans 
who agree with him to his support. His leader- 
ship must be moral and intellectual; but in these 
realms the need for it cannot be denied. 


The main point is that Gov. Stevenson repre- 
sents the national Democratic electorate far 
more accurately than any Southern conservative 
of whatever seniority in Congress. | 


Some of the Southerners may be feeling their 
oats just now, but events may show that their 
wing of the party has in fact been weakened iff 
Congress. _ 

In the Senate, fer example, the Democrats 
have lost four liberals— Benton, McMahon, 
Moody and O’Mahoney; four conservatives— 
Connally, McFarland, O’Conor and McKellar; 
and one middle-of-the-roader, Underwood of Ken- 
tucky. As a result of the elections they have 
gained only one conservative, Price Daniel of 
Texas, as against five liberals—Gore of Tennes- 
see, Kennedy of Massachusetts, Symington of 
Missouri, Mansfield of Montana and Jackson of 
Washington. 


% 


What this change may mean in terms of policy 
can be estimated by looking at two test votes in 
the last Senate. On the vote to override the 
veto of the McCarran immigration bill, the Dem- 
ocrats divided 25 for the bill and 18 against. It 
seems likely that if the same issue were to come 
up in the next Congress, the Democrats would 
divide 23 fof and 21 against. On the bill to turn 
over offshore oil to the states, the Democrats 
last April divided 24 for and 24 against. It seems 
likely that in the next Congress thgy would di- 
vide 20 for and 25 against. 


Because of their seniority, the conservative 
Southerners exercise a greater degree of influ- 
ence than the rollcalls manifest. That is all the 
more reason why Gov. Stevenson should speak 
for those whom the conservatives do not repre- 
sent. In doing so he can best make sure that 
the minority party exerts a “constructive and 
wholesome” influence upon national life.

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‘ A Child Is Born 

Television’s coverage of the birth of Gordon 
Campbell Kerr provided not only a dramatic 
and heartwarming emotional experience but a 
glimpse into the medium’s tremendous potential 
for public enlightenment. 

More effectively and more accurately than 
untold numbers of words, the camera poked into 
Colorado General Hospital’s delivery room, fol- 
lowed the infant through his first few moments 
of life,-and made its report in living rooms 
across the face of the land. It was high drama 
with a universal appeal. 

Even more than that, it was a graphic demon- 
stration of television’s vast and as yet unchar- 
tered possibilities’ for enriching, expanding and 
exalting human experience. It may better in- 
form the uninformed, widen the outlook of the 
socially narrow and tighten the brotherhood of 
man. 

How and when and whether these things may 
come about, we do not know. But we thought 
about them when Gordon Kerr drew his first 
breath and we sighed in relief. 
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Responsibility But No Power 
._ The FCC has asked Congress to exempt tele- 
vision and radio from libel suits based on politi- 
cal speeches. Broadcasters clearly deserve this 
protection ‘because they -cannot protect them- 
selves against libel in such speeches. They lack 
authority to censor what the politicians say. 
. A Newspaper is properly subject to libel ac 
tion if it prints a libelous statement, whether 
the statement is made by the paper itself or at- 
tributed to somebody else. But the press can de- 
fend itself by censoring out libelous matter. 
Newspapers are under no compulsion to print 
such material at all. 
. TV and radio operate differently. They are 
subject to federal regulation. The intent of the 
comrhunication law is that the microphone shall 
be used to spread political information. This is 
in the public interest. Hence the law requires 
equal treatment of all candidates and stations 
are forbidden to censor what the candidates say. 
All this is fair enough. What is certainly un- 
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more weight in Bonn than they do in Washing- 
ton. Nor-can it be explained very well on th 

basis of Socialist questions as to the constitu- 
tionality of the pact. The questions are to be 
submitted to the Constitutional Court, but this 
is not a new issue fresh out of its wrappings. It 
has been kicked around &s long as there has been 
talk of rearmament. 

The best guess as to the real reason for the 
postponement is that Adenauer counted noses 
and just could not find enough.

This political development in West Germany, 
its corollary in France and the economic pres- 
sure on Great Britain—which has forced Win- 
ston Churchill to announce another slowdown in 
that nation’s arms program—must make music 
as sweet to the Russian ear as Prokofieff’s. 


But it is a very different tune for Washing- 
ton. The Truman Administration has perforce 
been marking time, but Gen. Eisenhower will 
have to get busy at once. And he may well be 
thankful for all his knowledge of Europe and 
the attention which he commands there. 


Walter Reuther and the C.I.0. 


Maybe the election of Walter Reuther as presi- 
dent of the C.I.0. was not inevitable, but it was 
dramatically right. To the outsider at least, the 
head of the United Auto Workers is completely 
typical of the temper of the junior trade unions 
federation. 

Reuther did not come out of the A. F. of L. 
like John L. Lewis,’ Sidney Hillman and the 
other founders and early leaders of the C.I.0. 
He came from the Detroit assembly lines which 
had not even been organized when the C.I.O. 
was founded. ‘ 

He first gained prominence in the midst of 
the early confusions of the Auto Workers, the 
struggle for control by ineffectual idealists, cyn- 
ical careerists and a variety of Communist ideo- 
logical intriguers. He sized up all those elements 
and fought them one by one, hard. It almost 
cost him his life. 

Reuther’s approach has been dynamie and 
modern. He is no modest violet, but neither does 
he regard oratory as a very powerful weapon. 
He was quick to hire economists, to get up sta- 
tistics, to argue from a position of knowledge. 
His is not just a dues-collecting union: it de- 
votes much of its money to the education of its 
members. It tackled racism and many of the 
problems of the Detroit melting pot. And Reuth- 
er can look to the national interest, too, 
member the Reuther Plan? 

This is not to say that Walter Reuther always 
remembered the interdependence of the com- 
munity and his union members. He has had his 
attacks of blindness. He has been self-centered 
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on occasion. Nevertheless he is a far advance.

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Cheering Words From a Visitor 

Is St. Louis “leisurely and civilized?” Many 
hard-pressed toilers in the community would 
answer quickly in the negative, if, indeed, they 
could spare time to reply at all.

We mention members of the bar since it is 
our legal profession’ which appears particularly 
leisurely and civilized to an outsider. And the 
outsider should know something about lawyers 
as long as he has been one, has taught thousands 
of lawyers and now helps judge the handiwork 
of the cream of the nation’s legal profession. 
The outsider is, in short, Justice Felix Frank- 
furter of the United States Supreme Court, who 
has been anything but a leisurely visitor in St. 
Louis this week. 

Somewhere in the midst of delivering the 
Tyrrell Williams lectures at Washington Univer- 
sity, leading a testimonial dinner to Bishop 
Scarlett, and appearing before the Bar Associa- 
tion of St. Louis, the Justice managed to lunch 
quietly with the Washington Law Alumni Asso- 
ciation and their guests.

Certain factors are 
present which inspire hope for success if 
action is not too long delayed.

Second, it has 
led some to seek a solution to a single 
problem which seems most critical to them 
without considering how the solution 
adopted for one problem affects the solu- 
tion of other problems. , 

What is needed now is an agency which 
can bring together the many forces within 
the commun and concentrate them 
toward a solution of all our problems by 
considering éach one in relation to all oth- 
ers. This agency must have no politital 
ambitions, should seeR no monetary profit, 
and should be so broadly representative 
that it can never be accused of favoring 
or being dominated by any single civic, 
labor, business, or interest group. 


To Insure Progressive Program 


The agency should be based upon exist- 
ing organizations which are willing to as- 
sume some responsibility for providing 
the leadership necessary to insure succéss 
for any program of progress. The repre- 
sentatives of member organizations should 
choose a small executive board to direct 
the actions of the agency. This board 
should be composed of recognized leaders 
representing not only the various interest 
groups in the community but geographic 
areas as well. 

Funds to support the agency should 
come from subscriptions by member or- 
ganizations, individual gifts, and contribu- 
tions from commercial enterprises inter- 
ested in the orderly development of the 
community. 

Thé executive board would be expected 
to determine the policies of the agency, to 
interpret its program to the organizati 
it represents, 


its proposals. The type of persons who 
be needed on such 4 board could 


- Rot give full time to the agency, therefore « 


a permanent staff should be employed te 
perform the . and technical 


er it would, on the basis of careful study 
and competent advicé, recomfhmend solu- 
tions to area problems and furnish the 
leadership required to solidify community 
support behind its proposed solution. The 
work of the agency can be explained best 
by listing its majon functions. ? 

1. It would authorize a complete study 
of community problems and decide on the 
basis of present need the order of priority 
in which positive solutions would be pro- 
posed. The very critical nature of some 
problems would no doubt dictate their im- 
mediate consideration. 


Role of Private Enterprise 


2. It would develop an over-all plan :for 
area progress. This would make possible 
orderly growth so that problems would be 
anticipated before they reach the critical 
stage. The agency might well be a clearing 
house through which the various official 
planning agencies could co-ordinate their 
efforts. | 

3. It would determine the kind of author- 
ity best suited to execute recommended 
solutions and furnish the initiative and 
drive necessary to see that solutions are 
accomplished. In many instances certain 
proposed developments can be carried on 
by private enterprise, and the agency 
would seek out capital and organizations 
willing to carry such projects to comple- 
tion. In some instances a single political 
subdivison may be encouraged to take ac- 
tion necessary to the accomplishment of 
a project. Again, co-operative action of 
two or more political subdivisions may be, 
indicated._ 


Who Will Take First Step? 


The solution of some problems may re- 
quire the establishment of a new political 
authority which could disregard présent 
political boundaries. State legislation, con- 
stitutional amendment, or charter revision 
may be ired in some instance. But, 
whatever the problem, the agency could 
if’ adequately supported be the moving 
force capable of accomplishing what has to 
be done. 

4. It can rally public opinion to the sup- 

port of a long range progressive program. 
Any improvement program will have pow- 
erful opposition from intrenched and spe- 
cial interests. No single civic or political 
organization can successful overcome this 
opposition, but an agency which can rally 
support from a large number of civic or- 
ganizations should be able to overcome all 
such obstacles. 
Who will take the first step necessary to 
establish such an agency? I suggest that 
the chairman of the Board of the Metro- 
politan Plan Association take the lead by 
calling a meeting to which the leaders of 
civic, labor, business, and educational or- 
ganizations are invited. The invitation 
should specify that the purpose of the 
meeting is to establish an agency to repre- 
sent the public in solving problems of 
the St. Louis area. There is no better time 
than the present to establish such an or- 
ganization.

COINS IN THE FOUNTAIN, by John H. Secondarl, 
(J. 8. Lippincet? Co. 320 pags., $3.50.) 
Americans, on the whole, used to be a 

pretty insular people. They didn't mind 

visiting a foreign country, but living there 
and working there, were something else 
again, Since the end of the last war, how- 
ever, many have chosen to live and work 
abroad..A favorable rate of monetary ex- 
change and the appeal of old world cul- 
tures have been two strong attractions.

There is .a saying in Rome, that whoever 
throws a coin in the Fountain of Piazza de 
Trevi will never leave the city. In his 
novel “Coins in the Fountain” John Sec- 
ondari has attempted to present the prot 
lems of American citizens who, either liter- 
ally or figuratively, have cast their coins 
in the fountain. Their reasons for either 

desiring to stay in 
Rome or leave is the 
basis of this novel. 
The trouble with. 
Mr. Secondari’s nov- 
- el is that he has 
tried to handle too 
many characters in 
too many situations, 
Throughout his book 
he has running si- 
multaneously what 
appears to be three 
main plots.

John H. Seconds? tice. His situations 
seem contrived and 
artificial as he hardly has sufficient time 
for any real development. 

Mr. Secondari’s idea for “Coins” is an 
excellent one. There is a great deal of 
merit in attempting to examine the lives 
of Americans in a situation which is a 
product of the last féw_years. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, the author fails to take ad- 
vantage of his locale; that is, the effect 
of Rome itself on his characters. The Eter- 
nal City is merely a flat backdrop on his 
story. 

It is too bad that the author has made 
this mistake. He knows his Rome. He was |. 
born there, and although educated in the 
United States, he has just completed three 
years working theré for the E.C.A. In this 
his first novel, Mr. Secondari- hag ar- 
rived at a very peculiar end result. His 
characters have come through completely 
unaffected despite the fact that they have 
been thoroughly subjected to the attitudes, 
positions, philosophies of Rome.

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Gen. Eisenhower's mistake was 
not that he overruled Senator 
Taft and chose his own man. The 
mistake was to put Senator Taft 
in a position where he was pub- 
licly marked as an outsider, as 
one not in the know. That is 
hard treatment for a party leader. 
It is the kind of thing that it is 
hard for him to explain to his 
own followers. It is a withering 
blow to his influence. 

To d be all this as a mis- 
take is to assume that it cannot 
have been Gen. Eisenhower's de- 
liberate intention to renew the 
conflict with Senator Taft, to 
have a showdown now when the 
Eisenhower prestige is at its peak 
and his power in the party at its 
maximum. 

No doubt, there are factional 
politicians who would argue that 
a showdown with Taft is inevi- 
table and that this is the time 
to have it and to get over it. 
But there is no reason to think 
that Gen. Eisenhower had any 
intention of playing for such high 
stakes with such ruthlessness and 
with such recklessness. 

Surely, the sounder view of his 
relation with Taft is that the 
Senator cannot hurt the Admin- 
istration nearly so much by his 
disagreements as he can help it 
positively by his support. For as 
long as the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration is able to work with Taft, 
there is no opposition in Congress 
that it needs to fear. 


No Time for Fight. 


President-elect Eisenhower 
should be able to work with Taft. 
For while there may be ultimate 
issues on which eventually they 
must break, there is nothing now 
in sight among the grave ques- 
tions which have to be met en 
which they cannot find mutual 
‘understanding. 
| There are grave decisions 
which will have to be made in 
the Far East. It is imperative 
while these décisions are being 
made and carried out that Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower should not 
‘be entangled in a Taft-Dewey fac- 
tional fight.

Lacking Experience. 


Both incidents are the mistakes 
of political inexperience and of 
insufficient attention to things 
that are more important than at 
first glance they appear to be, 
more important than they might 
perhaps look to one whd had not 
long been in public life. 

All this is worth saying now 
because one of the outstanding 
things about the Eisenhower ap- 
pointments is that with all their 
eminence and ability as individ- 
uals, the Administration as now 
constituted is remarkably short 
of experience in public life. 

Of the 10 appointments of cab- 
inet rank only Messrs. Dulles, 
McKay, Durkinand Stassen have 
had experience in public office. 
And of the four, only Dulles, 
and to a much lesser extent Stas- 
sen, have had national experience. 


Politics Is‘ a Profession. — 


Three others — Messrs. Brown- 
ell, Summerfield and Weeks — 
have had a broad experience in 
politics. So with the notable ex- 
ception of John Foster Dulles, 
there is no one in the immediate 
official family who has had the 
education which experience alone 
can give of how the national 
government works. 

In view of Gen. Eisenhower’s 
own lack of experience in civilian 
office and in politics, a certain 
lack of political savvy might as 
well be recognized at the outset, 
and so in some measure insured 
against. 

“Politics,” as Gen. Eisenhower 
said some five years ago, “is a 
profession; a serious, complicated 
and, in the true sense, a noble 
one.” It is a profession that can, 
no doubt, be learned. But it is 
too serious and complicated. a 
profession to be learned hur- 


riedly and without tears.

. Frankfurter Speaks at Dinner Honoring Re- 
tired Church Leader, Says Tradition 
He Made Will Not Grow Dim. 


Bishop William Scarlett was 
praised last night by Associate 
Justice Felix Frankfurter of the 
United States Supreme Court as 
“the highest representative of the 
tradition which binds us together 
and makes us a nation.” 


He spoke at a dinner given in 
Bishop Scarlett’s honor by the 
Metropolitan Church Federation 
at Ladue Chapel, 9450 Clayton 
road. Bishop Scarlett retired 
on Nov. 1 as bishop of the Mis- 
souri Diocese of the Episcopal 
Church. | 
Other tributes were paid to 
him by spokesmen for the city, 
the Protestant clergy, the Jew- 
ish community, schools, Urban 
League, business and profession- 
al groups and organized labor. 
“The great tradition Will Scar- 
lett has made in St. Louis and 
the whole country will never grow 
dim,” Frankfurter said. “There 
are people all over the United 
States who would like to say 
what I am trying tod say about 
what this man means to me. 
Tradition of Nation. 
“Ours is the only country in 
the world’s history where men 
are bound together not by a com- 
mon territory, not by a common 
racial source, or a single body of 
theological beliefs. We are bound 
together by a sense of the ulti- 
mate, simple decency of human 
dignity. Nothing binds us to- 
gether but this sense of frail, fal- 
lible, aspiring human beings. 
“Né one represents this tradi- 
tion better than Will Scarlett.” 
Frankfurter told of his first 
meeting with’ Bishop Scarlett in 
1917. at Phoenix, Ariz., where the 
young clergyman was dean of 
Trinity Cathedral. Frankfurter 
was sent there by President Wil- 
son to try to end a strike in the 
copper mines. 
“Will Scarlett and I met in that 
frontier community when it was 
rent by feud and hatred,” Frank- 
furter said. “On the whole, the 
most powerful of these emotions 
was not hate but fear—the awful 
and debilitating emotion of men. 
“The issue in Phoenix had noth- 
ing to do with the dignity of man. 
The community was frozen with 
fear, hatred and suspicion. Will 
Scarlett built the bridge between 
those groups of men. 
“It was love at first sight be- 
tween him and me. Tonight, after 
more than 35 years, he represents 
the bond and affectionate force 
by which one makes friends. 
“He ean’t help being a good 
man, a brave man, If the truth 
has to be told, no matter whose 
toes are stepped on, he can’t help 
but tell it.” 
‘Ecumenical Man of Year. 
A citation naming Bishop Scar- 
lett ‘“‘Ecumenical Man of the Year” 
was presented to him by the Rev. 
Dr. O. Walter Wagner, executive 
director of the Church Federation. 
It will be hung, with a portrait of 
Bishop Scarlett, in the federation 
offices. 
“No bishop in the United States 
has so many Jewish friends,” 
Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman of 
Temple Israel said in his tribute 
to. Bishop Scarlett. “His liberal- 
ism is needed in our day when 
the lights are going out.” 
‘Dr. Arthur Holly Compton, 
chanecllor of Washington Univer- 


sity, speaking for the field of 


education said, “Bishop Scarlett’s 


concern is for all men. His lib- 
eralism is based on sympathy and 
an earnestness to protect the dig- 
nity of man.” ' 

The Rev. Dr. James W. Clarke,

An amendment to the city em- 
ployes’ compensation ordinance, 
which would raise classification of 
jobs held by 1425 municipal work- 
ers, was introduced in the Board 
of Aldermen today. It would in- 
crease the payroll by $25,348 a 
month. i 

The proposal, which wculd af- 
fect 1035. members of the 
Fire t, was recom- 
mended to Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
and the aldermen by the St. Louis 
Civil Service Commission. . 

The commission stated that the 
reclassification does not constitute 
an over-all revision of the city’s 
pay structure but is the resylt of 
a study promised last summer 
when job changes were first 
taken up. 

Grades of the city’s 855 fire- 
men would be raised one step 
earrying a salary increase of 


$11.40 a month per. man. 

Fire Dovertanenitan 
155 captains, $28.40 a month; 23 
battalion chiefs, $34.25 a month, 
and two deputy chiefs, $28.55 a 
month, ; 

The jobs of 376 city employes 
would be raised two grades, pro- 
vising monthly pay hikes up to 
$28.60 per man. These include 93 
general maintenance men; 71 sta- 
tionary engineers I; 55 coal pass- 
ers; 53 oilers; 49 stationary fire- 
men; 25 plant helpers: 24 water 
treatment plant operators and six 
general maintenance foremen. 

* Ten supervisory stationary en- 
gineers would be elevated one 
grade as would four men desig- 
nated as stationary engineers II. 

The Board of Aldermen en- 
acted a zoning bill which lifts re- 
sirictions in a three-block area of 
Bartmer avenue, between Belt 
and Goodfellow avenues, to per- 
met two-family residences.

OUR 6-year-old is full of complaints: “Mummy, my ear

Unfortunately it is not only the general behavior of the 
6-year-old which goes awry, but the working of his physical 
bodily structure as well. The child of this age is full of 
“eomplaints”—legitimate complaints which should be-listened 
to and taken seriously, r* ’

were lame. By 6, his legs and occasionally his arms hurt. Or 
he may have a crick in his neck.. Rubbing and massage. bring 
both comfort and alleviation of paip, 5

‘SIX COMPLAINS OF BRING HOT, so hot! in fact that 
he would like to go outside without any clothes on. He per- 
spires readily, Actually. his mucous membranes: seem to 
inflame easily. The mucous membranes of. his eyes may be- 
come reddened, and he may develop styes. : 

His throat not only “hurts,” but dt becomes‘ red and 
infected, and the infection frequently spreads to his ears and 
lungs. Earaches are extremely common. In fact, otitis media 
(inflammation of the middle ear) again, as at 2% years, 
reaches a peak in frequency of occurrence. 

In addition to the usual communicable diseases common 
at 5—chicken pox, measles, whooping cough—German measles 
and mumps show an increase. Diphtheria and scarlet fever 
reach a peak similar to the pre-adolescent peak. 

And as if all this were not enough, allergy responses are 
algo high at'this age. There may be a return of former aljergic 
responses, or a hew development of hay fever. The mucous

“Enough money” should cover incidental expenses, such 
as cigarettes, smoking tobacco, tips, shoe shines and hair cuts.

UCH is our state of mind about 
Russia 
these days that a single Rus- 

sian automobile, a Pobeda (which 
means “Liberty” in Russian) has 
become an attraction that the late 
Barnum would have envied, and 
has raised thousands of dollars 
for charity. 

The car, which is now on dis- 
play in St. Louis, was smuggled 
out of Russia and brought to 
the United States by Stanley 
Slotkin, a Los Angeles business 
man, whose original idea was to 
use it solely for advertising pur- 
poses. But when Slotkin, a for- 
mer Missourian and head of Ab- 
bey Rents, which has stores in 
St. Louis and 25 other cities, saw 
the interest which the car aroused 
among Americans, he decided he 
could combine advertising and 
charities. 

He first put the car on display 
last August, just after he brought 
it to this country. The car was 
exhibited in Los Angeles for the 
benefit of the San Fernando 
Youth Foundation, and it brought 
in $600 in donations in three days. 

Since then the car has been 
shown at San Diego, Sacramento, 
Oakland, San Francisco, San Ma- 
teo and Kansas City, and so far 
it has brought in more than $20,- 
000 for various hospitals and 
charities. In Kansas City people 
donated $1600 to look at the au- 
tomobile, the money going to 
Mercy hospital there. The car 
is on display here this week at 
the showrooms of Abbey Rents, at 
3230 Washington avenue, and the 
donations will go to the St. Louis 
County Chapter of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis. It will be on display through 
next Sunday. 

The story of the Pobeda and 
how it got to this country goes 
back to last summer when Slotkin 
was in Finland buying furniture 
for his rental business. Slotkin 
was riding in a taxi in Helsinki 
and his attention was attracted to 
various features of the car. He 
asked the driver what make of 
car it was. The driver told him 
is was a Pobeda, a Russian car. 

“Tt asked him,” Slotkin re- 
counted, “where I could buy one. 
The driver was both startled and 
amused. No one, he told me, 
could buy one. He explained that 
the car belonged to the taxicab 
company and that the taxicab 
company was owned by Russians. 
He added that an American could 
buy a Pobeda about as easily as 
he could buy a minaret off the 
Kremlin.” | 

Ever since Slotkin went into 
business for himself in Kansas 
City at the age of 18, he has been 
a man of determination. He was 
determined to own a Pobeda. He 
made inquiries among his busi- 
ness acquaintances in Helsinki, 
but none of them could help 
him, They explained that others 
had tried to ship cars out of Rus- 
sia, but without succéss. But fin- 
ally Slotkin found a man who 
was sufficientl, impressed by 


American dollars to try to help 


him. 

The details of how the man 
went into Russia and @rove the 
car out are concealed by Slot- 
kin’s own iron curtain. The man 
and his relatives are subject to 
reprisal, he pointed out. All he 
will relate is that in the dead of 
the night he waited on the high- 
way near the Russian border, 
When the man and the car ar- 
rived, he gave the:man 1500 
American dollars and drove as 
fast as he could back to Helsinki.

Slotkin and his frfend worked 
feverishly the rest of the night 
to crate the car. By noon the 
next day the crate was on the 
docks at Helsinki. The records 
showed that Slotkin had brought 
an automobile into Finland. Slot- 
kin had some feverish moments 
as the marine inspectors gath- 
ered around the crate and in- 
spected it from all sides. Slot- 
kin, trying to appear casual, re- 
minded them he had brought a 
car with him, was taking the car 
back with him. “What could be 
simpler?” he asked. The inspec- 
tors finally decided nothing could 
be simpler, and didn’t open the 
crate. It was loaded onto the 
ship. . 

“The first thing everyone wants 
to know,” Slotkin said, “is how 
good a car is it? They seem to 
take for granted that it is going 
to be strictly ersatz, and some- 
thing they can ridicule.
